REPORT. 

To  the  Honourable  Edgar  Dewdney,  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of  the  Province  of  british  Columbia : 

We,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Commission  of  the  twentieth  day  of  April,  1894, 
to  inquire  into  certain  matters  therein  mentioned-, 
concerning  the  Nakusp  and  Slocan  Railway  Company, 
have  the  honour  to  report  that  the  manner  in  which 
that  inquiry  has  been  made,  ahd  the  evidence  taken 
therein,  will  appear  by  the  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Commission,  which  we  have  the  honour  to  sub- 
mit herewith. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  notes  of  evidence  that, 
though  full  notice  was  given  of  the  time  and  place  of 
sitting,  and  also,  in  our  opinion,  a sufficient  intimation 
that  the  reasonable  expenses  of  witnesses  would  be 
recouped  to  them  through  the  Commissioners,  no  one 
has  thought  fit  to  appear  in  support  of  the  accusations. 

The  only  person  from  whom  we  have  received  any 
assistance  in  this  direction  has  been  the  Hon.  Robert 
Beaven,  M.  P.  P. , who,  though  not  responsible  for 
making  the  charges,  brought  forward  some  facts  upon 
which  he  suggested  the  absentee  accusers  might  have 
relied. 

These  were,  first : irregularity  in  acting  upon  the 
Statute  of  1893  before  it  had  actually  been  brought 
into  force,  which  could  only  be  done  by  an  Order  in 
Council. 

But  this  seems,  though  an  irregularity,  to  be  quite 
inadequate  to  support  the  charge  of  corruption  against 
the  Minister.  The  Statute  of  1S93  was  brought  into 
operation  by  an  Order  iu  Council  almost  immediately 
afterwards.  The  whole  transaction  has  been  confirmed 
and  ratified  by  the  Statute  of  1894,  and  the  irregular- 
ity, so  far  from  demonstrating  that  the  Minister  was 
then  the  agent  of  the  Company,  points  distinctly  in 
the  opposite  direction,  since  it  would  have  been  the 
first  care  and  duty  of  such  an  agent  to  see  that  every- 
thing was  in  order. 

And  secondly  : Mr.  Beaven  pointed  out  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  many  persons,  the  undertaking  which  the 
Statute  of  1894  imposed  upon  the  Government,  in  lieu 
of  that  under  the  Statute  of  the  former  year,  was  so 
manifestly  disadvantageous  that  it  was  to  be  inferred 
that  it  could  only  have  been  introduced  and  supported 
through  corrupt  motives : though  it  must  be  added 
that  he  did  not  make  such  a charge. 

It  does  not  follow,  of  course,  that  a bad  bargain 
must  be  a corrupt  bargain.  An  honest  Minister,  with 
no  motive  or  desire  except  to  serve  his  Province, 
might  make  a mistake.  We  do  not  wish  to  suggest 
for  a moment  that  any  such  mistake  has  occurred  in 
the  matter  into  which  we  have  been  inquiring.  On 
the  contrary,  we  think  that  under  the  evidence 
adduced,  and  the  arguments  addressed  to  us,  only  one 
conclusion  is  open  to  us,  and  that  is  that  the  arrange- 
ment for  the  construction  of  the  Nakusp  and  Slocan 
Railway,  which  was  ratified  by  the  Act  of  1894,  is 
more  advantageous  to  the  Province  than  the  arrange- 
ment contemplated  by  the  Act  of  1893,  and  we  have 
had  no  difficulty  in  arriving  at  that  conclusion.  But, 
however  that  may  be,  on  the  issues  more  directly  sub- 
mitted to  us  by  the  Commission,  there  is,  we  think,  no 
room  for  doubt,  and  we  find  as  follows,  that  is  to 
say  : — 

Firstly : That  the  Honourable  the  Premier  of  the 
Province,  in  advising  the  guarantee  mentioned  in  the 
said  Commission,  did  not  work  for  the  Company,  but 
worked  for  the  Province  ; 

Secondly:  That  the  statement  made  by  the  Honour- 
able Member  for  Nanaimo  District,  in  his  place  in  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  that  it  appeared  that  the  Hon- 
ourable the  Leader  of  the  Government  had  been  work- 
ing for  the  Company  and  not  for  the  Province,  is  not 
true ; 
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Thirdly:  That  no  corrupt  motives  of  any  kind  ex- 
isteil  with  or  influenced  Your  Honours  Ministers  in 
the  advice  tendered  bv  them  to  '>  our  Honour  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Nakusp  and  Hlocan  Railway  Company; 

Fourthly:  That  no  one  of  Your  Honour  s Ministers 
lias  had,  or  has,  any  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
(a.)  The  Nakusp  and  Slocan  Railway  Company,  or 
(b.)  Tn  the  Construction  Company  by  which  such 
railway  is  being  built;  or 

(c. ) In  any  contract  by  or  with  either  of  the  said 
Companies,  either  in  furnishing  materials  oi  supplies, 
or  in  any  way  whatsoever. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

BY-LAW  No.  201. 

Al  Jin-law  to  levy  a rate  on  all  the  ratable  property  on 
the  revised  Assessment  Moll  of  the  City  of  i an- 
eoaver  to  provide  for  the  necessary  expenses , debts 
and  obligations  of  the  City  daring  the  ear  rent  year. 

WHEREAS  to  provide  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver  during  the  current 
year  the  sum  of  $201,735.81  will  have  to  be  levied 
upon  all  the  ratable  property  on  the  Assessment  Roll 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver  : 

And  whereas  the  sum  of  $115,105.87  will  be  required 
during  the  present  year  for  the  payment  of  interest 
on  outstanding  debentures,  and  providing  a sinking 
fund  for  the  payment  of  said  debentures  when  due  : 
And  whereas  the  sum  of  $49,182  will  be  required! 
during  the  present  year  for  school  purposes,  said  sum 
to  be  levied  and  raised  upon  all  the  said  ratable 
property,  and  which  said  sum  added  together  will 
amount  to  $360,023.68  : 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  of  ratable  real 
property  on  the  revised  Assessment  Roll  of  the  City 
of  Vancouver  for  the  year  1894  is  $18,301,184  :

A By-law  to  amend  By-law  JVo.  1HG. 

w HE  REAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  By-law  No. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
in  open  meeting  assembled,  as  follows  : — 

1.  Clauses  2,  3,  4 and  5 are  hereby  repealed  and  the 
following  clauses  substituted  therefor  as  follows  : — 

“ No  sale  or  offer  for  sale  of  vegetables,  fruits,  farm 
or  garden  produce,  fish,  poultry,  eggs,  butter,  cheese 
or  meat  in  quantities  less  than  half  a carcass,  shall  be 
made  in  the  City  by  any  dealer,  huckster  or  other 
person  unless  at  a permanent  place  of  business  (being 
premises  recognized  as  a store)  for  the  sale  of  the  said 
articles  before  the  hour  of  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  each  day  in  the  week,  excepting  Saturdays,  and 
then  not  before  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  except 
at  the  market  place,  and  no  such  dealer,  huckster  or 
other  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  of  the 
before-mentioned  goods  at  any  place  in  the  City  other 
than  the  market  or  from  a recognized  store  without 
first  having  paid  the  market  fees  payable  by  him  or 
her,  the  amount  of  which  fees  and  where  payable  may 
from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and  regulated  by  resolution 
of  the  Council,  and  no  person  shall  forestall,  regrate 
or  monopolize  any  of  the  articles  mentioned  within 
the  City. 

“ No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  by  retail  in  any  slaughter  house  or  in  or  upon  any 
shop  or  premises  connected  therewith  fresh  meat  in 
less  quantities  than  the  quarter  carcass.” 

2.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  fresh 
meat  within  the  City  except  in  the  market  stalls,  or  in 
such  places  as  the  Council  may  appoint  not  less  than 
fifty  feet  from  the  market  place. 

3.  By-law  No.  77  is  hereby  repealed.

NORTH  COWICHAN  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW 

To  amend  the  “ North  Coiriehan  Revenue  By-law, 
]H!H and  the  " Sortli  Coiriehan  Revenue  By-law 
and  Amendment  By-late,  ISIKt.” 

1.  The  “ North  Cowichan  Revenue  By-law,  1891,” 
•and  the  “ Nortli  Cowichan  Revenue  By-law  and 
Amendment  By-law,  1893,”  are  hereby  repealed, 
except  as  to  rates  or  taxes  now  outstanding  or  in  arrear 
thereunder,  and  the  recovery  thereof,  and  except  as  to 
acts  done  or  penalties  incurred  before  the  coming  into 
force  of  this  by-law. 

2.  From  and  after  the  date  of  this  by-law  coming 
into  effect  certain  moneys  as  hereinafter  mentioned 
shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the  purposes 
of  the  revenue  of  the  Corporation  from  the  sources 
hereinafter  mentioned,  namely,  (a)  taxes  on  land  and 
improvements  thereon  ; (b)  licenses  ; (c)  road  tax  ; 
(cl)  dog  tax. 

Land  and  Improvements. 

3.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in  each 
year  upon  all  land  and  improvements  on  land  men- 
tioned in  the  Assessment  Roll  for  the  time  being  in 


force  in  the  Municipality  an  equal  rate  of  three- 
eighths  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value  of  such 
land,  and  a like  rate  on  the  assessed  value  of  such 
improvements,  such  improvements  to  be  assessed  for 
this  purpose  at  fifty  per  cent,  of  their  actual  value. 

4.  1 here  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  upon 
all  wild  land  within  the  Municipality,  that  is  to  say, 
land  claimed  by  any  person  on  which  there  shall  not 
be  existing  improvements  to  the  value,  when  assessed, 
of  $2.50  per  acre,  an  annual  tax  of  two  and  one-half 
per  cent,  per  acre  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof : 
Provided  always,  that  the  improvements  on  any  part 
of  land  owned  by  any  person  shall  exempt  so  much  of 
the  immediately  adjoining  land  of  such  person  as  shall 
be  covered  by  the  value  of  such  improvements  at  the 
rate  of  82.50  per  acre:  And  provided  always,  that 
when  wild  land  tax  is  levied  and  collected  under  the 
provisions  hereof  the  same  land  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  tax  imposed  by  section  3 hereof. 

5.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Collector  of  the 
Corporation,  at  his  office,  at  the  Council  Chambers, 
on  the  30th  day  of  November,  in  the  year  1894,  and 
on  the  same  day  of  the  same  month  in  each  ensuing 
year  : Provided  always  that  all  such  persons  who  pay 
the  said  rates  and  taxes  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
August  in  each  year  shall  be  entitled  to  a discount  or 
reduction  of  one-sixth  of  the  amount  thereof. 

Licenses. 

6.  Every  person  using  or  following  within  the  limits 
of  the  Municipality  any  of  the  trades,  occupations, 
professions  or  callings  mentioned  in  Schedule  A hereto 
shall  take  out  a periodical  license  therefor,  for  such 
period  as  in  said  schedule  is  set  out,  and  shall  pay 
therefor  such  periodical  sum  as  is  therein  mentioned, 
which  said  sums  shall  respectively  be  paid  in  advance 
to  the  said  Collector  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation. 

7.  No  person  shall  sell  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors  by  wholesale  or  retail,  or  use,  practice,  carry 
on,  or  exercise  within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality 
any  trade,  occupation,  profession  or  business  men- 
tioned in  the  said  Schedule  A without  having  taken 
out  and  had  granted  to  him  a license  in  that  behalf. 
Such  license  may  be  in  the  form  contained  in  Schedule 
B hereto,  and  the  same  shall  be  granted  so  as  to  ter- 
minate on  the  15th  day  of  July  or  the  15th  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  and  no  proportionate  reduction 
shall  be  made  on  account  of  any  person  commencing 
business. 

Road  Tax. 

8.  There  shall  be  levied  upon  and  collected  from 
every  male  person  between  the  ages  of  21  and  50 
years,  residing  within  the  Municipality,  the  sum  of 
$2  per  annum  by  way  of  road  tax,  and  such  tax  shall 
be  payable  on  demand  to  the  Collector  for  the  use  of 
the  Corporation,  or  if  not  demanded,  then  at  his  office, 
on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  November  in  each  year. 

Dog  Tax. 

9.  Every  person  who  shall  own,  keep  or  harbour 
more  than  one  dog  over  the  age  of  three  months  on  or 
about  his  premises,  shall,  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of 
November  in  each  year  pay  to  the  Collector,  for  the 
use  of  the  Corporation,  the  annual  tax  of  §2  for  each 
dog  so  owned,  kept  or  harboured  in  excess  of  one  as 
aforesaid. 

The  penalties  and  procedure  for  enforcing  setions  3 
and  4 of  this  by-law,  and  the  schedules  referred  to 
therein,  shall  be  those  contained  in  sections  208  and 
209  of  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892.”  In  all  other  cases 
every  person  who  is  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  a summary  manner,  before  any  two  Justices 
of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  in  the  Municipality, 
be  liable  for  every  such  offence  and  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a penalty  not  exceeding  $50  and  costs,  and  if  such 
penalty  and  costs  be  not  paid,  either  immediately  or 
within  such  period  as  such  Justices  may  appoint,  the 
same  may  be  levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in  default  of  sufficient 
distress  the  offender  may  be  imprisoned  with  or  with- 
out hard  labour  for  any  term  not  exceeding  three 
calendar  months,  unless  such  penalty  and  costs  be 
sooner  paid. 

Interpretation. 

In  the  construction  of  this  by-law  the  following 
expressions  shall  have  the  following  meanings  respect- 
ively : — 

“ Municipality”  shall  mean  the  District  within  the 
limits  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of  North 
Cowichan. 

“ The  Corporation  ” shall  mean  the  Corporation  of 
the  Municipality  of  North  Cowichan. 
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“The  Municipal  Council,”

of  the  said  Municipality.  . . . 

“The  Collector  ” shall  mean  any  for  the  time  being

“Land”  shall  mean  the  soil  of  the  ground  and 

everything  annexed  to  it  l.y  nature,  or  that  is  in  or 
under  the  soil,  except  mines  and  minerals,  precious  or 
base,  belonging  to  the  Crown. 

“Improvements”  shall  mean  everything  annexed 
to  the  soil  by  the  hand  of  man,  such  as  buildings, 
structures,  fences  and  all  machinery  or  other  things 
affixed  to  any  building  or  other  thing  erected  upon  or 
affixed  to  the  soil,  or  improvements  made  by  clearing, 
dyking,  draining,  cultivating  the  soil. 

Words  importing  the  singular  number,  or  the  mas- 
culine gender  only,  include  more  persons,  parties  or 
things  of  the  same  kind  than  one,  and  females  as  well 
as  males,  and  the  converse. 

The  expressions  “hereby,”  “herein”  or  “hereof” 
relate  to  the  whole  by-law,  unless  the  context  shall 


otherwise  require. 

The  expression  “person”  includes  any  body  cor- 
porate or  politic,  and  the  heirs,  executors,  administra- 
tors or  other  legal  representatives  of  such  person  to 
whom  the  context  can  apply  according  to  law.

2.  From  every  person  not  having  a retail  license  as 
above  and  vending  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors  by 
wholesale,  that  is  to  say  in  quantities  of  not  less  than 
two  gallons,  for  each  house  or  place  where  such  vend- 
ing is  carried  on,  $50  for  every  six  months. 

3.  From  any  person  keeping  a saloon  building  where 
a billiard  table  is  used  for  hire  or  profit,  for  each  table 
$3  for  every  six  months. 

4.  From  any  person  selling  opium,  except  chemists 
or  druggists  using  the  same  in  preparation  of  prescrip- 
tions of  medical  practitioners,  $100  for  every  six 
months. 

5.  From  any  retail  trader,  $5  for  every  six  months 
for  each  building  or  store  where  such  retail  business  is 
carried  on. 

6.  From  every  person  who  either  on  his  own  behalf, 
or  as  agent  for  another  or  others,  sells,  solicits  or 
takes  orders  for  the  sale  by  retail  of  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  to  be  supplied  or  furnished  by  any  person 
or  firm  doing  business  outside  of  the  Municipality,  and 
not  having  a permanent  and  licensed  place  of  business 
within  the  Province,  $10  for  every  six  months. 

7.  From  every  hawker  or  pedler,  $10  for  every  six 
months. 

8.  From  every  person  owning  buggies,  carts,  wag- 
gons, carriages,  stage-coaches,  omnibuses  and  other 
vehicles  kept  for  hire,  an  amount  not  exceeding  $2.50 
for  every  six  months  for  every  such  vehicle ; provided 
that  no  person  holding  four  licenses  under  this  sub- 
section shall  be  liable  to  take  out  or  pay  for  a license 
in  respect  of  the  livery-stable  at  which  the  vehicle 
mentioned  in  such  license  is  kept. 

9.  From  every  person  owning  a pack  train  of  six  or 
more  animals,  or  a dray,  waggon  or  omnibus  used  in 
transporting  goods  for  profit  or  hire  a distance  beyond 
ten  miles  from  any  town,  $5  for  every  six  months. 

10.  From  every  livery  stable  keeper,  $5  for  every 
six  months. 

11.  From  every  person  who  keeps  or  carries  on  a 
public  wash-house  or  laundry,  $5  for  every  six  months. 

12.  From  any  auctioneer,  (not  being  a Government 
officer  selling  by  auction  Government  property,  or 
sheriff  or  sheriff’s  officer  or  bailiff  selling  lands,  goods 
or  chattels  taken  in  execution,  or  for  the  satisfaction 
of  rent  or  taxes),  in  addition  to  any  other  license 
before-mentioned,  $5  for  every  six  months. 

13.  From  any  person  carrying  on  on  his  own  account 
the  business  of  a banker  at  one  place  of  business,  $100 
for  every  twelve  months.

BY-LAW  NO.  21. 


A Ji/j-laiv  relating  to  the  establishment  of  a Grist 
Mill  in  the  City  of  l emon. 

7 HEREAS  it  has  been  considered  by  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  V ernon  to  be  conducive  to  the 
welfare  of  the  said  City  to  encouj-age  the  establish- 
ment in  the  said  City  of  a Grist  Mill  ; and 

Whereas,  in  furtherance  of  such  object  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  said  City  of  Vernon  grant  aid  by  way  of 
bonus  for  the  establishment  of  said  Grist  Mill  by 
exempting  the  same  from  municipal  taxation  for  the 
period  of  ten  years,  providing  a free  site  therefor,  and 
further  by  granting  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  ; and 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  said  purpose  to 
raise,  on  the  credit  of  the  said  City  of  Vernon,  a sum 
of  money  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000)  ; and 

Whereas  it  is  requisite  that  there  be  raised  annually 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  for  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  during  the  currency  of  the  debentures 
hereby  intended  to  be  created,  and  also  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  ($116)  to  be  raised 
annually  for  the  payment  of  the  debt,  making  together 
the  total  amount  of  four  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars 
($416)  required  to  be  raised  annually  by  rate  for  pay- 
ing the  debt  and  interest : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vernon  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  said  City  of  Vernon  to  raise  or  cause  to 
be  raised  from  any  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies 
corporate,  who  may  be  willing  to  advance  the  same 
upon  the  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole 
five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  paid  iuto  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
Corporation,  to  be  by  him  paid  over,  subject  to  such 
terms,  conditions,  and  restrictions  as  the  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  said  City  of  Vernon  may  deem 
expedient,  to  such  individual  or  individuals,  or  body 
corporate,  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of 
October,  1894,  completely  erect,  build,  and  operate  a 
Grist  Mill  in  the  said  City  of  Vernon. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to 
cause  any  number  of  debentures  to  be  made  for  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  required,  not  exceeding,, 
however,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000), 
such  debentures  not  being  less  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars ($500)  each,  and  that  the  said  debentures  shall  be 
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sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  said  Corporation  of  the  City  I 
of  Vernon,  and  he  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  counter- 1 
signed  by  the  Clerk. 

3.  That  the  said  debentures  shall  be  made  payable 
in  twenty-five  years  at  furthest  from  the  date  herein-; 
after  mentioned  for  this  by-law  to  take  effect,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Vernon,  and  shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons 
for  the  payment  of  interest. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  dates  thereof, 
payable  half-yearly  on  the  first  days  of  July  and 
January  in  each  and  every  year. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  the  said  sums  of  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300)  and  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
■dollars  (§116)  annually,  an  annual  rate  shall  b'e  levied 
and  collected,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates  in  each 
year,  upon  all  ratable  property  of  the  said  City  during 
the  currency  of  the  said  debentures  or  any  of  them. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to 
re-purchase  any  or  all  of  the  said  debentures  at  par  at 
any  time  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
dates  thereof,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
with  the  legal  holder  or  holders  thereof ; and  all 
debentures  so  re-purchased  shall  be  forthwith  can- 1 
■celled  and  destroyed,  and  no  re-issue  of  debentures 
shall  be  made  in  consequence  of  such  re-purchase. 

7.  That  the  Corporation  of  the  said  City  of  Vernon 
shall  convey  or  cause  to  be  conveyed  to  such  indi- 
vidual or  individuals  or  body  corporate,  free  from 
encumbrances,  a parcel  of  land  whereon  he  or  they 
may  erect  a Grist  Mill,  subject  to  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  the  said  Council  shall  deem  expedient. 

8.  That  the  said  individual  or  individuals,  or  body 
corpoi-ate  be,  and  he  or  they  is  or  are,  hereby  exempted 
from  municipal  taxation  in  respect  of  the  said  lands 
and  works  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  or  for  such  time' 
during  the  said  term  as  the  works  shall  be  operated. 

9.  This  by-law  shall,  before  the  final  passing 
thereof,  receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Vernon  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892,”  and  the  “ Muni- 
cipal Act  Amendment  Act,  1893,”  and  shall  take  effect 
and  come  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  1894. 

10.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as 
•“  Loan  By  law  Number  One.”

SURREY  BY-LAWS. 

A BY-LAW  TO  AMEND  THE  STATUTE  LABOUR 
BY-LAW,  1893. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  expedient 
to  enact  a by-law  to  further  regulate  the  pay- 
ment of  money  as  commutation  for  statute  labour  in 
the  District  of  Surrey  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  District  of  Surrey,  as  follows  : — 

1.  Clause  13  of  the  “Statute  Labour  By-law,  1S93,” 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor  :■ — 

“ That  all  moneys  paid  as  commutation  for  statute 
labour  in  the  District  shall  be  paid  only  to  the  Muni- 
cipal Collector,  who  shall  give  a receipt  therefor,  and 
no  other  person  shall  have  authority  to  receive  any 
commutation  money  or  give  receipts  therefor.  In  the 
event  of  any  person,  after  receiving  six  clear  days’ 
notice  from  the  Bathmaster  or  other  officer  appointed 
by  the  Council,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  perform  any 
statute  labour  imposed,  or  pay  in  the  manner  afore- 
said the  sum  in  lieu  thereof,  such  may  be  recovered  as 
provided  in  section  194  of  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892.” 
This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Statute  Labour 
Amendment  By-law,  1894.”
